The books on Russia recommended by our Library and listed by 
Colonel Hansen are all good but if I were going to lead someone by 
the hand to an understanding of the Soviet Union, the path would be 
as follows : 

1. THREE WHO MADE A REVOLUTION - Bertram D. Wolf, The Dial Press, I 9 U 8 . 

Read only Chapter One, "The Heritage". Then put the book 
aside and turn to - 

2. JOURNEY FOR OUR TIME - (The Journal of the Marquis d’ Custine, I 839 .) 
Pellegrini & Cudahy, 1951. 

3. QUIET FLOWS THE DON — Siminov. 

This is the first half of Siminov’ s long novel, in two 
volumes, entitled: THE QUIET DON. I don’t know the 
publisher but there is a recent English edition. 

It. At this point finish THREE WHO MADE A REVOLUTION. Chapter One 
of which is the introduction to the series. 

5. STALIN - LEON TROTSKY - Harper Brothers. 

6 . THE REAL SOVIET RUSSIA — Dallin, Yale University Press. 

7. SOVIET RUSSIA’S FOREIGN POLICY - 1939-19^2. Dallin, Yale University

And at this point, with becoming modesty, I suggest selected 
chapters from MY THREE YEARS IN MOSCOW, Lippincott, simply 
as being the most recently recorded comments of a fairly 
competent observer. 

This is quite an unconventional approach. One can get over his 
ears in Strakhovsky, Lewis Fischer, and others, if deep stu<3y is wanted. 
For a busy man, my own opinion is that a series of accurate impressions 
covering the epochal periods of Russian and particularly Soviet Russian 
development are much more important than learned treatises.
